He was educated at the City of London 
school. He ontered the.civil service of the 
Crown in 1852, being aitached to the suite 
of Sir Honry Pottinger in China; and he 
sorved in various consulates until 1854, 
when he wag nominated Consul at Amoy. ¢ 
Fle ascompanied Sir Johu Bowring to Siam 
as Scerotary, and came to England with 
the Siamese Troaty in 1855, reburning with 
ratifications. the - following. year... From 
1856 tu 1858 he acted as Consul at Canton, 
and he was Commissioner at Canton during 
the allied ocenpation, 1858-61, being creat- 
eda Companion of the Bath (1859) in ro- 
cognition of his services... Ho serve as 
joint Chinese Secretary to the Earl of 
Elgin in the expedition of 1860, aud while 
éugaged in’ negotiations under a flag of 
truce he was imprizoned and inhamanly 
treated by the Chinese. In 1862 he was, 
appointed Consul at Shanghae, and pro- 
moted to therank of K.C.B. In 1863.he was 
nominated Envoy-Extraordinary and Min- 
ister-Plenipotontiary aud Consul-General in 

Japan. In 187Zhe came te England, but at] 
the commencement of the following year he 

returned to Japan, being engaged to do his 
beat to allay the difticulties which bosct 
missionary work in the country, and being 
also charged with the negotiation of treatios 
between. Japan and no fewer than thirteen 
European nations. Ho was created a 
Knight Grand Cross of the Order of 8S. 
Michael and George in 1881; and in July, 
1883, he was appointed Envoy-Extraordt- 


nary and Minister-Plonipotentiary to” the 
Emperor of China, and-Chief Suporintend- 
ent of British trade in China. *

THE DETENTION OF THE 
‘GLENROY? 


The Shanghai Courics of the 16th instant 
gives the following details regarding the 
detention of the Glewroy :— 


The Glenroy arrived hore to-day from. 
Gutzlaff, having been detained thera from 
Thursdity morning until 10.30 ain. yester- 
day. We learn that after she was boarded 
by the officer from the Neilly and he had 
examined her papers she was ordered to 
follow the French corvette, which she did 
and was bronght to an anchor a few miles 
South of Gotzlaif. - Lhe Neilly then went | 
to Chinhai to interview Admiral Courbet 
as to what should be dune with the slip. 
He (Courbet) ordered tho fead to be tran- 
shipped intc the Neilly. “But thee was 
some 1,600 tons ‘bf cargo on tap of it. 
Another ran. for tho Frenebenan to Chin- 
hai, bnt befors his return mateers had been 
settled in Shanghai with the French Minie- 
ter, and a telegenm had been sent to the 
Glenroy to that effect. On hearing this the 
French officer did not care about allowing 
the Glenroy toleavé, thinking that he would 
be playing’ against his worthy Admiral, so 
away ho went to Chiuhsi again and came 
back, telling the Captain that Admirul | 
Courbet had ordered him to present his 
compliments to the Captain and tell him 
that the business had been settled. The 
Captain was glad to geb away sc he left at 
10.30 am. . The Glenroy was not left un- 
protected during the officer’s visita to 
Chinhae, cither the Champlain or Neilly 
stoud by her.

ROGERS v, FRASER-SMITH,—APPEAL. 

Defandant in this case appealed from a 
judgment which the Puisno Judgo had pro- 
nounced against hiro in a suit in which Dr 
Rogers sued him for $309, on a stamped 
promissory uote.’ Appellant said he ap- 
pealed on the ground that tho document 
was obtained by fraudulent representations 
and was nota promissory note. - There was 
no stamp on the document when it passed 
from his hand into tho hands of the pluin- 
tiff; it was never givon as a promissory 
note, and he was not awato it was stamped 
until it was brought into Court. He never. 
at any time intended to repudiate his moral 
liability for a moment, nor would he have 
eontested_it now, were it not that there was 
astrong principle involved in it, At the 
hoaring of the case, whon he stated that 
the document was not stamped when he 
gave it, Mr Justico, Rnesoll expressed an 
opinion that that-was impossible, and he 
therefore thought it desirable to put 
himeolf right. 2. 

The Puisne Judge:—Pardon me, what 
I-snid was thal it bore a stamp, on, 
the face of it, and that it was. almost 
impossible for me to.go into’ the question 
as to how it bocame stamped. 

Appellant;---Bat your Lordship did, 
however, express 2 strong opinion.
